His Excellency had long been afflicted 
with a rheumatic gout, which, however, at 
intervals left him free from pain, to pursue 
the duties of his high office, and to enjoy 
the company of his friends. 
l\o person 


in the island was ever more generally es- 
teemed by all classes, not only during the 
long period he exercised the arduous du- 
ties of Councillor Fiscal, but likewise since 
the government of the colony devolved 
upon him. 
His Excellency was a native 


of Uitrecht, and received his education at 
the academy there. 
He 
came to this 


country in early youth, and during a long 
residence here, filled several situations in 
progression, till he arrived at the bead of 
the government. 


Precisely at 7 o'clock yesterday morning 


the company of artillery fired minute guns 
to the number of 17 ; the flags at the Bat- 
tery, at Fort Nassau, and the colours of all 
the shipping in the harbour were hoisted 
ha f mast. 


The funeral of His Excellency took 


place at four o'clock yesterday afternoon ; 
the procession moved from the govern- 
ment house, and proceeded along the Wa- 
terside to the top of the street, where the 
body was embarked;the battalion of Jagers 
fired 3 volites over the coffin as it passed a- 
long, and the artillery firing minute guns; 
the military then returned to the Fort, and 
the greater part of the company proceeded 
up the Lagoon to the country seat of His 
Excellency, calledValentine, where, agree- 
able to his request, his remains were de- 
posited in their last mansion. 


Nearly the same funeral obsequies as 


took place on the demise of His Excellen- 
cy Admiral Kikkert, were observed at the 
Government House during the whole of 
yesterday, and as that event isof so recent 
a date, and must, therefore, be still fresh in 
the memory of the Inhabitants, we think 
it needless to notice them, or to give the 
order of procession in detad.

Unless my faculties have failed 
me very 


much, I think it evident, from the above letter, 
on whose part I appeared before the Common 
Council. 
The distressed state of the men did 


not need an advocate.

Neither did I give any information by which it 
could be supposed that I wat late a colonel in 
tbe service of the Independents. 
To a man of 


reflection, it must seem strange, that an officer 
who, with several others, had contributed by 
money paid for commissions, to have a number 
of men conveyed to a distant country, for ihe 
purpose of assisting in its liberation, should be 
beard vindicatiig these soldier» for having de- 
serted him and ihem, at the very crisis when it 
might be well expected they should see their 
long protracted hopes in tome measure realized 
f not mine, for I found every thing much better 
than I expected in a.country convulsed at this 
is), at least their condition, which was pressing, 
somewhat ameliorated. 
It it true, that tome 


of the officer» who came here from Rio de la 
Hacha, with the soldiers, have been teot with 
them because their services were no longer 
needed, when they bad not soldiers to com- 
mand; bui I remain in the service by the invi- 
taiion of the commander in chief (with 
two 


Other», who are also here) 
inms of the omisort 


and soldiers of the regiment I commanded hav- 
ing offered to assist io the cause whilst it was 
undetermined. 


The Court 
of Common 
Council 
seemed 


struck with surprize when, from my relation, it 
appeared, indeed was evident, that it was not 
by order of admiral Brion 
the town was set 


fire to. 
Diff-rent 
members put questions to 


me, which I answered, not on supposition, for 
I have documents to prove 
every assertion I 


made. 
My narrative was strictly this:— 
After entering Rio de la Hacha on the 13th 


March, we remained until the 221 there, and 
on that day bigan our march into the interior, 
for tha purpose offorming a junction with the 
army of general Urdanetta. 
We had penetrat- 


ed at far as El Valle d'Upar, about one hun- 
dred and fifty miles, mettwice with the enemy, 
who disputed oor entrance into iw., towns, but 
they were repulsed. 
No plunder of any kind 


w.s permitted on the march. 
Our commander 


in chief, colonel Montilla. paid for every thing 
we got. 
We were sometimes better off than 


at others, according to circumstances, 
Wben 


rum wat to be had, on any terms, the soldier» 
got it, suiar alto. 
We were never one day 


without provision». 


Arrived at CI Valle d'Upar, colonel Montilla 


learned, by his couriers, tbat a very 
ationg 


'force was collecting under a man called San 
chez Lima, who wa» determined to dispute our 
advance. 
In the towns through which we patt- 
ed we had some friends, some enemies. 
In the 
neighbourhood of Moreno, about nine leagues 
from Rio de la Haeha, some supplies coming 
to us had been cut off. 
For these reasons, and 
others of no lest moment, colonel Montilla left 
El Valle d'Upar and began his march towards 
Rio de la Hacha, with a view of giving the e- 
nemy battle in a good position, about half way, 
at a town called Fonsect. 
We delayed » few 
days at Fon-eca. 
the enemy hanging on our 


rear, at the distance of three or four leagues, 
not during to attack 
us. 
Whilst at Fonseca 


despatches arrived from Moreno, where a par- 
ty of our troop» were stationed under the com- 
mand of colonel Gcrein, stating that he had 
been attacked by the enemy, in 
consequence 


of the treachery of the native tro >pi he had 
with him, who, whan he was attacked, was the 
first to fire on him, and 
was forced to cu< his 
way, with twenty or thirty Irishmen, tome of 
whom he lost, towards Rio de la Hacha.— 
This determined colonel Montilla to proceed 
to Rio de la Hacha, and there to wait the ene- 
my. 
The soldiers were not certain that they 


were going back all the way, until we left Fon- 
teca, for we had been em'p oyed there slrengh 
ening our position. 
When the colonel found 
that the enemy were not advancing on us, he 
«ven determined to go to meet them, but col. 
Garein's despatch casus the same morning. 


Whilst the soldiers were in the interior, they 


had heard from some 
of their comrades, who 


had joined them afterwards, that all the dye- 
wood found in Rio de la Hacha, on our en 
trance there, was 
sold at Jamaica for sixty 


thousand dollars, which they' began to think 
and talk of on the march from Fonseca, saying, 
that now, as they were going back, they would 
demand their pay. 


We arrived at Rio de la H icha on the 16th 


of May in good order, and in as good health 
at when we left it. 
On the 19th the command- 


ing officers of regiments w^re tent for to 
at- 


tend at the house of colonel Montilla. 
This 


was for the purpose of letting us know, that he 
had received a letter signed by thirty two of- 
ficers, complaining of their wants, their situa- 
tion, and demanding ih.t their case should be 
taken into consideration, requesting a favoura- 
ble answer, or that they would be under the 
necessity of adopting some measures them- 
selves. 


The colonel did not think it proper to take 


any notice of this letter, as he conceived the 
language, as well a» the channel through which 
it was sent, were unmilitary. 
He then gave us 


to read a letter, signed in the name of the sol- 
diers of the Legion, sent to him 
by one of 


themselves. 
This letter complained of their 


sufferings and wants, and requesting to be sent 
to a British island. 
At it was very uncertain, 


whether this was done with their consent, or 
even their knowledge, no notice whatever was 
taken of it. 
With respect to the officers' let- 


ter, all that tbe colonel could do was to relieve 
their wants, as far as be could. 
He according- 


ly contracted with a merchant of the 
town for 


shoes and clo«thing, for which be paid h;ro by 
a draught on one of his own family in France. 


On the 20th, at about eight o'clock in the 


morning, the enemy drove in our out posts ; the 
p"Ople near that part ofthe town, being a'> arm 
ed, went out to opp.se them, some on borse- 
b ick, some on foot. 
The b n.t alto, being near 


the pace where the att.ck wat made, marched 
out, and several officers who were not a tached 
to any regiment. 
Our tro .p. being quartered 


at the other extremity of th-; town, knew no- 
thing ofwhat wasgoingon,except that we heard 
a very shtrp fire. 
We were all under arms im 


mediately on the squ.re, waiting fa.- orders.— 
in 
a very short lime we received them —they 


were for my regiment to march, the others to 
remain in ihe square, but one cnmpany of the 
Tirailleurs. 
When 
we arrived at 
the part 


where the attack was made, all wis confusion. 
The town's pesple, the band. etc. were driven 
in, the enemy fi ing on them from the position 
before oceupi.d by our out post. 
I 
marched 


my regiment on to where they were firing ; as 
we «dv^nc-d they retreated, 
eyas, from the 


bushes. 
The others who before had been driv- 


en in n<>w began to rally again, and k -_.t near 
us 
We marched on until we came in tight of 


the enemy's line, aboutf.>ur hundr -d yards dis- 
tant. 
We fired on them; th-sy retreated 
a lit- 
tle, but halted 
again. 
Tliey were posted in 
front of a thick wood. 
It 
was evident they 


wanted to ent.ee us on, with a view of firing on 
u» from the bushes, where they would be out 
of danger. 
By this time we had got a small 


three pounder into the field, with which we 
made two or three gaps in their line, and they 
retreated entirely. 
They lost eight or nine 
men ; we lost three creols. 


We heard no more of Sanchez Lima ; and on 
the 24th colonel Montilla resolved to go out lo 
look for him, and surprise him. 
Accordingly 
the drums beat, the buglet sounded, f«r march 
ing. 
No attention 
was paid to them, except 
by my regiment, which was on its ground- 
When this was observed, the colonel was aston- 
ished, and gave orders that 
1 should send my 
men back to tbeir barrack». 
I went to colonel 
Montilla, and asked him if he would allow me 
to go <.n with my men, at the regiment of Rio 
oe la Hacha, and the marine, were ready 
to 
march, and that I would take all responsibility 
on myself. 
I told him the officers and men of 
my regiment wished to march, rather than be 
dismissed. 
My request was not complied with ; 
but th e commanding officers ofregiment! were 
called on to meet at the colonal'B house. 
He 
there asked vs our advice, the meaning of what 
had happened, and told vs to suggest tome plan 
" 
hat would make the soldiers contented. 
We 
all knew the cause of the discontent. 
There 
were at many plans suggested as beads. 
The 
assembly broke up oo the colonel saying that 
he would go himself to the barracks of these 
men, and endeavour to find out whai they were 
about. 
The two regimeutt that would 
not 
turn out wre formed in their barracks 
The 
mom- ut they were asked the meaning of their 
conduct, they, without reserve, declared, that 
until they were paid the bounty that had been 
promised them, and their pay, they would not 
march an inch out of the town. 
They were 
then told that it was impossible to give them 
money, not having any ; bot that there was no 
doubt, if we got in communication with any ar- 
my of the interior, they would not be long with- 
out ;t'hat ihey had thePresident's acknowledg- 
ment of all the promises made to them by the 
person who raised them, (though it was with- 
out the President's knowledge that the troops 
had been levied in Ireland and sent here), sent 
from Angostura, signed by the President him- 
Belf. 
Upon being atked what they woold do 
under thete circumstances, they all cried out 
that they wished tobe tent to Jamaica, and go 
into the British 
service, where they would be 
paid. 
The colonel finding tbat this was their 


determination, asked them if they would even 
do the duty of the garrison until he could have 
them conveyed there, which they assented to. 


O.i going 
to the other regiment (the Tirail- 


leurs), the colonel found them of the very same 
inclination. 
The affair had been arranged a- 


mong them. 
He did not think it necessary to 


go to the barrack» of my regiment ; but told 
me to thank them in bis name for their good 
conduct, of which he hoped before 
long to 


make honorable 
mention 
to the President, 


though sorry am I to think that this compli- 
ment was in part thrown away, the most ofthe 
men having suffered themselves to be corrupt 
ed by tbe others.— To be continued. 


An Act supplementary to an act entitled,"An 


act concerning Navigation" 


Be it enacted by tbe Señale a'id House of 


Representatives of ihe United States of Ameri- 
ca in Congress assembled, that, from and after 
the3oih day of September next, the ports of the 
United Slates shall be and remain closed 
a- 


g.inst every vessel owned wholly or in part by 
a subject of his Britannic mnjesty, coming or 
arriving by sea from any port or place in ihe 
province of Lower Canada, qr coming from any 
port or place in Ihe province of New Brunswick, 
the province of Nova Scotia, theislands of New- 
foundland, St. Johns, or cape Breton, or the de- 
pendendencies of any of them, the island Ber- 
muda, the Bahama islands, the islands called 
Caicos, or the dependenciet of any of them, or 
from any other port or place in any island, col- 
ony, territory or possession, under the dominion 
of Great Britain in the West Indies, or on ihs 
continent of America, touth of the southern 
boundary of the United States, and not included 
williio the act to which this act is supplemen 
tary. 
And every such vessel, so excluded froi:i 


lha pon» of the united States, that thall enter, 
or attempt io enter, the same, in violation of 
thi» act, shall, w th her tackle, apparel and for- 
niture together with the cargo on board rack 
vessel, b» forfeited to the United States. 


Sec. 2 And be it further enacted, that, from 


and afier the thirtieth day of September next 
the owner, consignee, or agent, of every vessel 
owned whoi.y or in part by a subjector subjects 
of hi» Britannic majesty, which shall have been 
duly entered in any port of the United Statet, 
and on board of which shall have been there la- 
den, fjr exportation, any «nicle or articles of 
ihe growth, produce, or manufacture, of the 
United States, other than provisions and tea 
stores, necessary f.r the voyage, 
shall before 


such vettel shall have been cleared outward at 
the custom house, give bund, in a sum double 
tbc value of auch articles or articles, with one 
or mere sureties, to the satisfaction of the col- 
'ector, thai ilie article or anieles so loaded on 
board such vessel, for exportation, shall be land- 
ed in tome port or place other than a port or 
place in any province, island, colony, territory, 
or possession, belonging to his Britannic mtjes 
ty, lb at it mentioned or described io this act, or 
in the act to which this act is toppiemenlary. 
And every such vessel that thall sail, or attempt 
to sail, froni any port of the U. State», without 
haym» complied with the provisions aforesaid, 
giving bond M aforesaid, »ha!l, with her ta. kl«, 
apparel andfurniture, together with the article 
or «rticlet «foresaid, laden on board the same at 
aforesaid, be forfeited to tbe U. States. 
Pro- 
vided, that nothing herein contained thall be 
deemed or construed so as to violate any provi- 
sion of the co«>emion to regulate commerce ba- 
twen the territories of tbe United States, ai d 
of hit Britannic majesty, signed the third day of 
Ju y one thousand eight hundred and fifteen. 


Sec. 3. And be it further enacted that from 
and after the thirtieth day of September next, 
no good», wares, or merchandise, shall be im- 
ported into the United States of America from 
the province nfNNy»0v» Scotia, the province of 
New Brunswick, the islands ofcape Breton, St. 
John», Newfoundland, or their respective 
de- 
pendencies, from the Bermuda island, the Ba- 
hama ¡«land», the islands called Caicos, or ei- 
ther or any of the aforesaid possessions, islands 
or places, or from any olber province, possession 
plantation, island or place, under the dominion 
of Great Britain in the West Indies, or on the 
continent of America, south of the southern 
boundaries of the United States, except only 
such goods, wares and merchandise as are truly 
and wholly of the growth, produce, or manufac- 
ture of the province, calory, plantation, island 
possession, or place aforesaid, where the same 
shall be laden, and from whence tucb goods, 
wares, or merchandise, shall be directly import- 
ed intojthe United States ; and all good-, wsr-t, 
and merchandise, imported, or attempted to be' 
imported, into the United Stale of America, 
contrary.to the provisiont of this act, together 
with the vetsel on board of which ihe same shell 
be laden, her tackle, apparel, and furniture, 
shall be forfeited to the United Stale». 


Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, that the 
form of the bond aforesaid shall be prescribed, 
and the tame shall be < ischarged, and all pen- 
allies and forfeitures, incurred under thi» act, 
shall be sued for, recovered, distributed, and ac- 
counted for, and the same may be mitigated or 
remitted, in the manner and according to the 
provitiont, of the act to which this act is suppla- 
mentary :
